1 , The Office acknowledges Applicant's provisional election with traverse of Group H, 
claims 8-22, 38-46, 55-58, 74-77 and 89-104 drawn to a method, classified in class 445, 
subclass 23 filed on March 31, 2005, however, the Group II further contains claims 
directed to patentabiy distinct species and thus a Species Restriction is set forth below.
